The Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court, Third Depart­

The order appealed from directed 
the City of New York and the 
other respondents to proceed in 
such a way that a claim of up­ 
wards of $1,000,000 filed by the 
Cooperative against the City of 
New York would be passed upon 
by Commissioners of Appraisal. 
The Cooperative operates elec­ 
tric power distribution lines and 
furnishes electric light and power 
to its customers in Delaware and 
Schoharie counties. 
Its . claim 
against the dty of New York was 
based upon the condemnation of 
lands by the city for Pepacton res­ 
ervoir which will requires the dis­ 
continuance of the Cooperative’s 
lines in the reservoir area. 
Firm Formed In 1641 
Delaware County Electric Co­ 
operative, Inc., is a New York 
corporation formed under 
the 
Rural Electric Co-operative Law 
and was incorporated on July 18, 
1941, for the purpose of bringing 
electric service to rural areas in 
Delaware, 
Schoharie 
and sur­ 
rounding counties not receiving 
central station electric service. 
The system consists of about 400 
miles of electric transmission and 
distribution lines and serves ap­ 
proximately 1,100 customers. 
The so-called “Delaware Plan” 
adopted in 1928 by the City of 
New York contemplated the con­ 
struction of a dam in the valley 
of the East Branch of the Dela­ 
ware river near Downsville and 
the creation of the Pepacton res­ 
ervoir covering substantially the 
entire 
river 
valley 
between 
Downsville and Margaretville, a 
distance of 
approximately

miles. Preliminary work was be­ 
gun in March of 1940.

The speech was 
broadcast in the U. S. 
The. United Stales, he said, is 
not » afraid of internal and ex­ 
ternal Communist aggression and 
has not “the slightest doubt of 
the final outcome.” 
Likewise, Dewey added, tke 
U. S. is unafraid of th e “continu­ 
ing threat of warlike Communist 
aggrenion” because of America’s 
tremendous industrial might 
The twice-defeated Republican 
presidential n o m i n e e declared 
“neutralism is an illusion from 


which only the harsh reality of 
defeat and slavery can result.” 
He said the free nations -“with 
unity and* development of over­ 
whelming strerigth” can “look 
forward, to the gradual exhaus­ 
tion and disintegration of the 
Communist forces of slavery and 
aggression.” 
Most Be Strong Peace 
The-United States, he said, * is 
building its ‘strength to prevent 
war and will never attempt to

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FIRM HANDLING OF PEACE BID 
Tht Russian peace proposal offers hope 
to the millions of people who would like to 
see an end to the fighting and something 
approximating real peace established in this 
war-weary world. 
Or does it? Is it an honest attempt to 
negotiate at last a dispute that has alrekdy 
claimed thousands of lives and cost billions 
of dollars in war expense and destruction of 
property^ Or is it another crafty Kremlin 
trick to lull the U. S. and its UN Allies into 
a feeling of false optimism? Is it a trick to 
split the Allies by causing dissension among 
them over the actual peace terms? 
Those questions have to be asked by any 
sensible person because of Russia’s long rec­ 
ord of diplomatic duplicity, double-crossing 
and shameless dishonesty in her interna­ 
tional dealings. They have to be asked de­ 
spite UN Secretary-General Trygve Lie’s 
that the Soviets’ motives are sin­ 
cere and their off-hand peace bid should be 
taken seriously. They have to be asked be­ 
cause a wise man always reaches for a grain 
of salt when listening to pious utterances 
from a known liar. 
So while Mr. Malik’s gambit offers hope 
to some, it also confronts President Truman, 
the State Department and their opposite 
numbers among our UN Allies with k fceeh 
challenge. It is a challenge to their Judg­ 
ment and their ability to come through when 
the chips are down in an International poker 
game In which one player has no compunc­ 
tion about using a marked deck and hiding a 
few aces up his sleeve. 
* 
By their handling of the situation the 
President and his advisors have a chance to 
redeem themselves with many citizens 
throughout the country who feel that Tru­ 
man-Acheson and company have demon­ 
strated something less than dynamic leader­ 
ship* in their handling of the whole problem 
of Communistic expansion in Asia. 
Because of previous sad experience of 
those naive enough to take Russian prom­ 
ises at face value, it is only the part of wis- 
dow to retain a healthy skepticism until the 
Reds’ sincerity is proved beyond doubt. But 
that does not mean that we should lead the 
UN along the path of timidity. The burden 
of proof of sincerity is on Russia. By taking 
a firm stand with her and refusing to be 
stampeded by wishful thinking, we can call 
her hand and make her put her cards on the 
table. Then perhaps our diplomats will learn 
that Russia doesn’t hold all the trumps they 
had credited her with. Or that she is just 
trying to cheat again. 


CRITICISM IN RUSSIA 
, One common impression about Russia is 
not quite accurate. It is generally thought 
that there is no public criticism of Soviet in­ 
stitutions. This is true as to the fundamen­ 
tal doctrines of Communism, but not as to 
the handling of administrative details. 
Recently Izvestia, an official newspaper in 
Moscow, made a vigorous attack on the gov­ 
ernment mail-order house, which apparently 
has been accepting money from customers 
without delivering the goods, and asked how 
long the ministry of trade was going to tol­ 
erate “such an outrage.” Publicity of this 
kind is often the means employed to intro­ 
duce the correction of an error, and is 
usually followed by prompt action by the 
unit of government attacked. 
Apparently it is not all criticism but mere­ 
ly unauthorized criticism which is prohibited 
in Russia. Some American newspaper edi­ 
tors might wish that they could publish an 
attack against a government bureau with 
equal assurance of speedy and effective ac­ 
tion. But few of them would be willing to 
sacrifice the rest of their freedom of criti­ 
cism for that advantage.

Until the Soviet program of wrçld con­ 
quest is abandoned or defeated, no nation is 
îsafe.

desire to be pacifist or neutral or isolated as well as 
those who respect and will defend their integrity-- 
a constant' half-state of war. This is ¿ costly, 
wasteful, disconcerting process which <^n only 
bring dissatisfaction among the people. This dis­ 
satisfaction is actually a Soviet weapon. ^ In China, 
war-wariness was a weapon; m Korea, the ^iyision 
of the country; in Iran, antagonism for the Bntiish, 
in India and Pakistan, the Cashmir incident, in 
Germany, the zonal system; in some western Euro­ 
pean countries, the fact that the Marshall Plan 
money has not filtered at all or sufficiently from 
the government to the people.

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FIRM HANDLING OF PEACE BID 
The Russian peace propoeal offers hope 
to the millions of people who would like to 
Bee an end to the fighting and something 
approximating real peace established in this 
war-weary world. 
Or does it? Is It an honest attempt to 
negotiate at last a dispute that has already 
claimed thousands of lives and cost billions 
of dollars in war expense and destruction of 
property1? Or is it another crafty Kremlin 
trick to lull the U. S. and its UN Allies into 
a feeling of false optimism? Is it a trick to 
split the Allies by causing dissension among 
them over the actual peace terms? 
Those questions have to be asked by any 
sensible person because of Russia’s long rec­ 
ord of diplomatic duplicity, double-crossing 
and shameless dishonesty in her interna­ 
tional dealings. They have to be asked de­ 
spite UN Secretary-General Trygve Lie’s 
assurance that the Soviets’ motives are sin­ 
cere and their off-hand peace bid should be 
taken seriously. They have to be asked be­ 
cause a wise man always reaches for a grain 
of salt when listening to pious utterances 
from a known liar. 
So while Mr. Malik’s gambit offers hope 
to some, it also confronts President Truman, 
the State Department and their opposite 
numbers among our UN Allies with a keen 
challenge. It is a challenge to their Judg­ 
ment and their ability to come through when 
the chips are down in an international poker 
game in which one player has no compunc­ 
tion about using a marked deck and hiding a 
few aces up his sleeve. 
* 
By their handling of the situation the 
President and his advisers have a chance to 
redeem themselves with many citizens 
throughout the country who feel that Tru- 
man-Acheson and company have demon­ 
strated something less than dynamic leader­ 
ship* in tneir handling of the whole problem 
of Communistic expansion in Asia. 
Because of previous sad experience of 
those naive enough to take Russian prom­ 
ises at face value, it is only the part of wis- 
dow to retain a healthy skepticism until the 
Reds’ sincerity is proved beyond doubt. But 
that does not mean that we should lead the 
UN along the path of timidity. The burden 
of proof of sincerity is on Russia. By taking 
a firm stand with her and refusing to be 
stampeded by wishful thinking, we can call 
her hand and make her put her cards on the 
table. Then perhaps our diplomats will learn 
that Russia doesn’t hold all the trumps they 
had credited her with. Or that she is just 
trying to cheat again. 


CRITICISM IN RUSSIA 
One common impression about Russia is 
not quite accurate. It is generally thought 
that there is no public criticism of Soviet in­ 
stitutions. This is true as to the fundamen­ 
tal doctrines of Communism, but not as to 
the handling of administrative details. 
Recently Izvestia, an official newspaper in 
Moscow, made a vigorous attack on the gov­ 
ernment mail-order house, which apparently 
has been accepting money from customers 
without delivering the goods, and asked how 
long the ministry of trade was going to tol­ 
erate “such an outrage.'* Publicity of this 
kind is often the means employed to intro­ 
duce the correction of an error, and is 
usually followed by prompt action by the 
unit of government attacked. 
Apparently it is not all criticism but mere­ 
ly unauthorized criticism which is prohibited 
in Russia. Some American newspaper edi­ 
tors might wish that they could publish an 
attack against a government bureau with 
equal assurance of speedy and effective ac­ 
tion. But few of them would be willing to 
sacrifice the rest of their freedom of criti­ 
cism for that advantage.

UNBEATABLE PO WEB 
The truce with Russia in Korea can imperil the 
United States is much as peace can if the ad­ 
ministration pursues the policies, which followed 
V«J Day, of PoUyannaish hope for virtue in our 
enemies and a demobilization cf our might on the 
assumption that we can suddenly and at great cost 
mobilize ta defeat the enemy in a war. 
The Korean war proved that both policies were 
not only erroneous but dangerous to our national 
existence. 
Soviet Russia clearly cannot give up its pro­ 
gram of conquering the world for Marxism, by 
whatever means are available and wherever a soft 
spot is found. 
This means, for us, a permanent 
‘'cold war,*’ a process to which we are unaccus­ 
tomed and for which this nation has neither a lik­ 
ing nor facilities. 
The State Department covered up Russian 
machinations of this type in the hope that they 
would cease; we now know that we are stuck with 
them and that the truce in Korea, cf whatever 
nature, must be regarded as limited as the war 
there was. Until the Soviet program of world con­ 
quest is abandoned or defeated, no nation is safe. 
And that means, for every country—those that 
desire to be pacifist or neutral or isolated as well as 
those who respect and will defend their integrity— 
a constant' half-state of war. This is a costly, 
wasteful, disconcerting process which can only 
bring dissatisfaction among the people. This dis­ 
satisfaction is actually a Soviet weapon. In China, 
war-wariness was a weapon; in Korea, the division 
of the country; in Iran, antagonism for the British; 
in India and Pakistan, the Cashmir incident; in 
Germany, the zonal system; in some western Euro­ 
pean countries, the fact that the Marshall Plan 
money has not filtered at all or sufficiently from 
the government to the people. 
For Russia, everything becomes a weapon be­ 
cause Maxism is a dynamic, fighting, fanatical 
cause that believes all progress results from strug­ 
gle and strife, and therefore Stalin seeks struggle 
and strife. 
Anyone who talks of this is going to make him­ 
self unpopular because the world is crying for 
peace after 37 yean of war or the consequences of 
war. Yet. I feel that this caution is necessary at 
this time as it was in 1938, when I courted un­ 
popularity by suggesting that the peril to world 
peace was not Hitler but Stalin. To say that then 
was anathema; today it is called hindsight by those 
who lacked the courage then to face the truth. 
There can be no let-up in making this country 
a sufficiently strong military power to defend it­ 
self. The testimony of the joint chiefs of staff is 
unsatisfactory because it is impossible to know for 
sure whether their descriptions of our weaknesses 
were accurate or designed to influence Congress to 
pass appropriation bills. These military men made 
such an unsure and contradictory a record before 
the Russell Committee that they cause doubt as to 
their sincerity. 
This is unfortunate because a nation in constant 
peril of war must respect its military men and be­ 
lieve them. The slightest doubt may mean the loss 
of the lives of thousands of men and perhaps de­ 
feat 
Furthermore, the unification act has one defect, 
namely, that the chiefs of staff are too distant from 
the President; the chairman of the joint chiefs has 
become a politician; the secretary of defense is 
master of th? situation. 
QU such an escalator, the expert is too far 
down the line.' As the realistic facto pass fate# him 
to the President, what actually comes to the Presi­ 
dent may be a very distorted picture. The view 
of General Bradley that he cannot criticize the 
President’s ideas, that he gives his advice and if it 
is rejected, his is to do or die—Is nonsense. 
•Die chairman of the joint chiefs of staff is Em­ 
ployed as an expert for a civilian president who is 
expected to be an expert. 
No matter how com­ 
petent the President, he cannot know everything 
and therefore such specially trained men are hired. 
They must be courageous men who are not over­ 
awed by anyone's office. 
The people feel that, and if the Russell Com­ 
mittee accomplished nothing else, it damaged con­ 
fidence in our top military set-up. While it is 
American tradition that there should be civilian 
control of the military, it is not American tradition 
or practice that curbstone judgments should pre­ 
vail.

THIRD MOLAR MAY CAUSE SYMPTOMS 
Wisdom teeth, the third molars, are supposed to 
come when we acquire wisdom—manhood or wom­ 
anhood. While they may not bring wisdom, they 
often bring various aches and pains, some of which 
can affect the general health and happiness of the 
individual. Dentists today speak of them only as 
third molars and are concerned with their influence 
should they not erupt property. 
So important is the third molar that the Modem 
Treatment Year Book devotes a whole chapter to 
it, written by Dr. Gerald Jack, consulting dental 
surgeon to St. Mark’s Hospital, London.,Dx. Jack 
points out that in our present state of dvilzation 
the mouth of man is becoming smaller, so much 
smaller that there is not room for all the teeth 
which have not decreased in size proportionately. 
This meal* that the third molar is cramped for 
room in its efforts to erupt long after the rest of 
the teeth are well established. The tooth may be 
buried in the jawbone for a long time without pro­ 
ducing the slightest symptoms of affecting the 
health in any way, or it may, in its efforts to erupt 
or come through the jawbone cause, by pressure or 
infection, cause slight or severe symptoms, some of 
which may lead to death. Thus the third molar, and 
in particular the lower third molar, has now be­ 
come a factor of considerable importance in medi­ 
cine and dentistry. 
Because the lower third molar has a loose gum 
attachment, it is more easily infected. Even when 
fully erupted, it has a ditch or pocket in its neck 
between the gum and tooth which contains piquets 
of decomposition. 
Not having enough room to erupt properly, the 
third molar causes pain and swelling in cheek or 
gum. Neuralgic pain may be caused by the upper 
or lower third molar erupting forward, causing 
pressure on the root of the tooth in front. The 
pressure may expose the nerve of the tooth in front 
and cause infection and severe pain.

Less Steel for Consumers 
Washington, July 6 UP)—Con­ 
sumer goods may get only about 
eight per cent of the country's 
steel after essential users get their 
share under the controlled mate­ 
rials plan (CMP), a Defense Pro­ 
duction Agency (DPA) bulletin in­ 
dicated today. 
The quantity left 
for consumer goods is roughly 1,- 
700,000 tons in the July-Septem- 
ber quarter. 
This is about half 
as much as the DPA reported last 
week would be available in the 
“free” steel market for autos, 
washing machines, freezers and 
other civilian hard goods.
